HELSINKL — Prime Minister Golda 
Meir swept into thls Nordic capital 
like a veritable hurricane, and posi- 
tively steamrolled anti-Israel draft 
resolutions at the Socialist Interna- 
tional Conference out of sight. 

The Premier reached the Finnish 
capital Monday night straight from 
Co; by the chartered . 
Caravelle jet flying her party on its 
Scandinavian tour. At Copenhagen 
eirport Mra. Meir was seen off by 
Prime Minister Hilmar Baunsgaard 
and ex-Premier apd Socialist Party 
leader Jens Otto Krag. 

‘Local newsmen noted that it had 
taken Mrs. Meir’s visit to bring the 
two “fierce ‘rivals together in one 
room. Bariier, Mr. Krag and Danish 
Social Democrats gave Mrs. Meir 
ἃ farewell dinner, where they 
showed interest in the Mfluence of 
the Egyptian internal upheaval on 
Middle East peace prospects. 

At Helsinki airport, Mrs. Meir 
was met by Finnish Social Demo- 
cratic Party Chairman and Speaker 
of Parliament Rafael Paasio, and 
Cabinet Minister (Social Affairs and 
Health) Dr. Pekka Kuusi, Also on 
hand was a large turnout of the 
local Jewish community who opened 
their homes to Israeli delegates and 
newsmen who jacked accommoda- 
tion (picture page 3).

CHATTANOOGA, Tennessee (UPI). 
— Police shot dead a young black 
man in Chattanooga's fourth straight 
night of violence Monday, but Ma- 
yor Robert Walker sald a stringent 
curfew had “dramatically reduced” 
the city’s strife. 

Mayor Walker said Leon Ander- 
son, 23, was shot by city police and 
state troopers in the predominantly 
black Alton Park section. He told 
@ news conference officers obser- 
ved Anderson crossing a street at 
about 11 pm. — four hours after 
the curfew started —- “with some- 
thing in his hand. 

“The man turned and hurled some 
type of missile. The officers called 
for the man to halt. Several 
warning shots were fired. He turned 
and had his hand in his pocket as 
if he were getting something out. 
The officers fired.” 

Anderson, who the Mayor said 
had a “prior record of burglary,” 


died of a wound in the lower ab- 
domen. Asked if a weapon was 
found on his body, the Mayor said: 
“I have given you all the details 
I have available at this time.” He 
said there would be a “full inves- 
tigation.” 

‘Tennessee ‘National Guardsmen 
maintained a tight curfew during 
the night. Anyone on the streets 
had to show a pass issued by the 
National Guard.

The problem of financial assistance 
to poor members of the community 
Cannot be satisfactorily solved be- 
cause generally the community 
lacks financial means.

— there are 200 such cemeteries. In 
sotte places, thelr maintenance Is.

— Creation of a “na- 
tional affairs college” designed to 
give working politicians an insight 
into human relationships has been 
proposed by a Hebrew University 
professor. : 

Addressing a commencement cere- 
moony for 220 students of the Cleri- 
cal Workers Union School for Ad- 
ministration, on Sunday, Professor 
Yitzhak Dror complained that Is- 
rael’s political leaders “tend to take 
pragmatic action as short-term so- 
lutions, blur the dichotomy between 
values and knowledge, and ignore 
the differences between dogmatism 
and basic scientific evaluation.”
